GENTLEMEN, | War-Ofice, 29th June, 1784. 
AVING had the Honour of repreſenting to the King the great Number of 
Officers belonging to Regiments abroad, who are returned abſent without 
Leave, or not joined fince appointed ; I have received his Majefty's Commands to 
ſend the Names of ſuch Officers to their reſpective Agents, with Directions to make 
no more Iſſue of Pay to any of them until His Majeſty's further Pleaſure be known. 
I ſend you accordingly a Liſt of Officers of Regiments to which you are Agent, 
who are either abſent without Leave, or have not joined ſince appointed, notwith- 
| ſtanding the Time limited for that Purpoſe by the King's Regulations has long 
ago expired; and am to fignify his Majeſty's Pleaſure, that no further Iſſue of 
Pay be made to them by you, without ſubſequent Directions from this Office. 

You will inform the ſaid Officers of theſe Orders; as alfo, that unleſs they do 
immediately repair to their Duty, they will be ſuperſeded. It will remain for 
them, on joining their Regiments, to give an Account of their Conduct to their 
Commanding Officers, who will proceed thereupon in ſuch Manner as ſhall be 
Judged moſt expedient. 

With reſpect to thoſe Officers who now have, or may hereafter obtain His 
Majeſty's Leave of Abſence, it is his Majeſty's Intention to have it clearly under- 
ſtood, that their Pay alſo will be ſtopped without further Notice, in Caſe they do 
not ſet out to join their Regiments immediately upon the Expiration of their re- 
 ſpeftive Leaves. 
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J am to add, that no Leave of Abſence given by any Commander in Chief or 
Governor abroad, is to be conſidered as valid, for more than ſix Months from the 


Date of its being granted; nor can it be prolonged by ſuch Commander in CI 
or Governor, or by any other Authority than that of His Majeſty. 


As the King's Warrant, dated 1ith of February, 1967, contains ſuch Regu- 


| lations, in regard to the Attendance of Officers belonging to Regiments on Fo- 


reign Stations, as. would, if properly enforced, prevent the now too frequent 


Neceſſity of Complaints, reſpecting the Want of Officers among the Corps ſerving 


abroad; I think it right to recommend to the Colonels of thoſe Regiments a ſtrict 
and invariable Adherence thereto, as far as depends on them: And for that Purpoſe 


L encloſe ſotne printed Copies of the ſaid Warrant, that you may tranſmit the 
. ſame, together with a Copy of this Letter, to the Colonels of the Regiments,

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ACCOUTREMENTS. 


Regulations for the Accoutrements of the Regiments of Foot 
Guards, and Marching Regiments of Infantry, 1784. 


GEORGE R. 


Oar Will and Pleaſure is, That the following Regulations 
reſpecting the Accoutrements of Our Regiments of Foot : 

| Guards, and Marching Regiments of Infantry, be duly 
obſerved and put in Execution at ſuch Times as the par- 
ticular Articles are, or ſhall be furniſhed. 


THE, whole Quantity of Ammunition carried by each Soldier to be fifty-fix 
. Rounds; thirty-two of which are to be carried in a Pouch on his Right 
Side, and twenty-four in a Cartridge-Box, by way of Magazine, upon a new 
Conſtruction, to be worn occafionally on his Left Side. 

The Pouch to conſiſt of a Tin Box, with five Diviſions in it; each containing 
four Cartridges, placed upright: and of another Tin Box underneath, to hold 
the remaining twelve Cartridges, placed horizontally, with Diviſions in it to fit 
the Length of the Cartridges. The Flap of the Pouch to be plain, without any 
Ornament, and the Bottom Part of it to be rounded at che Corners. 

The Cartridge Box by way of Magazine (which will be delivered out of the 
Stores of Ordnance) to be fixed to the Bayonet-Belt, in ſuch a Manner as to be 
eaſily taken off, or put on; it not being intended to be worn except on a March, 
or on actual Service. 

The Croſs Belts for the Pouch and Magazine to be made of Buff. Leather, FR 
to be of equal Breadth; viz. two Inches. 

That Part of the Belt, in which the Bayonet is carried, to be made to ſlip on 
and off, with two Loops, 


The 
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The Gayters to be made of Black Woollen Cloth, (inſtead of Linen), with 
White Metal Buttons; and without Stiff Tops. 

The Grenadier Swords, as alſo their Matches and Match Caſes, to be laid 
aſide, 

The Light Infantry to have a ſma!l Priming Horn, to hold about two Ounces 
of Powder (inſtead of the Horn and Bullet Bag now in uſe, which are both to be 
laid afide). The Horn and Hatchet not to be fixed to the Accoutrements ; but to 
be carried either with the Knapſack, or in ſuch other Manner as the Commanding 
Officer ſhall think moſt convenient. 

The Light Infantry Cap to be of Black Leather; and to be made, as well as 
the other Accoutrements herein directed, in exact Conformity to the new Pat- 
terns approved by us, and lodged in the Office of the Comptrollers of the Ac- 
.compts of Our Army. |

SIR, IWar-Office, 25th of April, 178 5. 
XPERIENCE has Ges, that the Revenue has not hitherto derived all the 
Benefit that might have been expected from the Aſſiſtance of the Troops 
employed on the Coaſt Duty ; which may in a great Meaſure be aſcribed to the 
Men being uſually ſo much diſperſed as to be taken almoſt entirely from under 
the Controul of their Officers; ſubjected to the Calls of the Revenue Officers, on 
every trivial or falſe Information, and unable, from the ſmallneſs of the Detach- 
ments, to render effectual Aſſiſtance on any real Occaſion of Importance. 
From theſe Conſiderations I have been induced, after conſulting ſome of the 
principal Officers of -Cavalry, to lay the following Plan before the King, which 
has received His Royal Approbation. 


' iſt; The Regiments ſtationed upon the Coaſt ſhall, as far as -offible, be ſo 


S Aiftributed, that there ſhall in no Quarter be leſs than a Subaltern's Command. 


If in any particular Quarter, unable to accommodate that Number, it may be 
neceſſary to have a Quarter-Maſter's, or Non-commiſſioned Officer's Party, that 
Party ſhall be conſidered as under the Command of the neareſt Subaltern, who is 
to be informed when it 1s called out, to take the Charge of it at the Time, and 
re-inforce it if Occaſion requires. 

2d, The Officers, on arrival at their reſpective Poſts, ſhall make themſelves 
thoroughly acquainted with all the Roads in their Neighbourhood ; as alſo with 
thoſe Parts of the Coaſt, which, from their Situation and Circumſtances, are moſt 
likely to be made uſe of by the Smugglers in landing their Cargoes. 

3d. All Applications from the Revenue Officers for Aſſiſtance ſhall be made to 


the Commiſſioned Officer commanding at the neareſt Poſt, 


4th. All Parties, ordered out in Conſequence of ſuch” Applications, ſhall conſiſt 
of a Subaltern, or Non- commiſſioned Officer, and twelve Men at leaſt. 

sth. Where the Poſts are within a reaſonable Diſtance of each other, the ſeveral 
Commanding Officers ſhall have Directions to co-operate to the utmoſt of their 
Abilities for effeCting the intended Seizure, 

6th. It is to be clearly underſtood and explained to each Regiment, previous to 
ſending out their Detachments to the Coaſt Duty, that the Money ariſing to the 
Troops from Seizures is to be divided (the uſual Proportion of Rank being 


attended to) among the Subaltern, Quarter-Maſters, Non- commiſſioned Officers, and 
private 
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private Men. of the Regiment, generally, and not to be confined to thoſe only who 
are perſonally concerned in making the Seizure, | | 

7th. The Claims of the Troops on Account of Seizures are to be made up, and 
delivered to the Boards of Cuſtoms and Exciſe, on or before the 1ſt Day of 
December in each Year.

- SIR. abe n mer Office, 1 of March, 1786. 
Have received His Mughal Commands to acquaint you, It is His Royal 
Pleaſure, that in future, when an Officer is defirous of .retiring from the 

Service, either by the Sale of his Commiſſion, or by Exchange to the Half Pay, 
he ſhall not make any Stipulation in regard tp the particular Officer, who ſhall 
ſucceed him; but ſhall -confine the Prayer of his Memorial to the immediate 
Object of his retiring, and be bound by his Refignarion to ſell out or exchange in 
favour of ſuch Perſon. as His Majeſty ſhall think fit to approve. 

This Order is by no Means intended to interfere with, or to counteract, the 
Witſhes of the Colonels ; who will continue, as before, to recommend the Succeſ- 
ſions in their reſpeRive Regiments: His Majeſty however expects from them, 
that they will not propoſe to bring in any Officer, either from another Regiment, 
or from the Half Pay, without having themſelves a ſufficient Knowledge of the

Extract of a Regulation for Regiments on Foreign Stations, 
bearing Date the 8th Day of January, 1768.

HEREAS it hath been humbly repreſented unto Us, that it would tend 

to the Preſervation of good Order and Diſcipline in Our ſeveral March- 
ing Regiments of Foot, which are or may be upon Foreign Stations, to have 
ſome certain Regulations laid down by Us for reviewing and recruiting thoſe Regi- 
ments, as well as for keeping them compleat in Arms, Accoutrements, and 
Clothing; Our Will and Pleaſure is, that the following Rules and Regulations be, 
for this Purpoſe, ſtrictly obſerved for the future, by Our Commander in Chief in 
North America, and by all Our Governors and Officers commanding Our Regi- 
ments abroad, and by all other Qur Military Officers whom it may concern. | 

That all the old and unſerviceable Men, who are in any of Our Regiments 
above -· mentioned, be diſcharged. as ſoon as ſoon as poffible, and ſuch as are proper 
Objects recommended to Our Bounty of Chelſea; Care being however taken at 
the ſame Time, not to diminiſh the Numbers of any Regiment, ſo far as to pre- 
judice the Service on which it may be employed. And it is Our Will and Plea- 
ture, that this Duty, which We eſteem to be indiſpenſable, ſhould be obſerved, 
not only now, but conſtantly; as We expect that Our ſaid Regiments ſhall at 
all Times be maintained in ſuch a State of Compleatneſs, Strength, and Diſcipline, 
as to be always prepared for immediate Service. 

That conſtant Care be taken to keep as many Parties nend upon the 
Recruiting Service as the Number of Vacancies and the State of each Regiment 
may require. 

That poſitive Orders be given to all Officers who ſhall be ſent with the Com- 
mand of Recruiting Parties, that they do not enliſt any Men but ſuch as are in 
every reſpect fit for our Service; and that they be informed, that a moſt ſtrict 
Examination will be regularly made of their Recruits; and that ſuch of them, as 
do not anſwer the Inſtructions, ſhall be rejected. 

And Whereas it is eſſential to the Good of Our Service, that the Arms, Ac- 
coutrements, and Cloathing of Our ſaid Regiments ſhould be always kept compleat,

And Whereas Our.ſaid Board of General Officers have given their Opinion, that 
if an annual Supply ſhall be effectually made in the Manner herein before ſpecified, 
the Regulations now ſubſiſting, and particularly thoſe eſtabliſhed by a Warrant of 
Our Royal Grandfather, bearing date the zoth of May, 1736, which have been 
found, by late Experience, to be not adapted to the preſent Circumſtances of Our 
Service, may, without Detriment or Hazard, be abrogated z and that it will be 
unneceſſary to aſcertain any ſtated Periods for the providing of the uſual different 
Species of Appointments and Accoutrements ; We do hereby revoke and annul the 
ſaid Warrant, and likewiſe ſuch Parts of any other Warrants now in Force, as relate 
to the providing of Appointments and Accoutrements at ſtated Periods.

PURCHASE AND SALE OF COMMISSIONS. 


T-is the King's Pleaſure, that, for the Future, whenever. any Officer in the 
Army ſhall deſire to fell his Commiſſion, he ſhall fign a Memorial, ſtating the 
Grounds on which he forms his Expectations of being permitted to diſpoſe of his 
Commitſfion, and praying that he may be allowed to ſell it at the regulated Price 
to any Perſon whom His Majeſty ſhall appoint. 

If ſuch Memorialiſt be wich the Regiment, he ſhall deliver his Memorial to the 
Officer commanding at Quarters, who ſhall ſend the ſame to his Colonel (if within 
the Realm) who muſt approve thereof previous to its being laid before His Majeſty. 
But in the Abſence of the Colonel, if the Lieutenant Colonel be not at Quarters, 
the Memorial ſhall be ſent to him in order that he may tranſmit it to the War- 
Office, certifying under his Hand the Truth of the Facts therein contained, ſo. far 
as his Knowledge or Belief may extend. 

In North America theſe Memorials ſhall be tranſmitted, . certified as aforeſaid, 
to the Commander in Chief : In Gibraltar and Minorca, to the Governor or Com- 
mandant for the Time being in theſe Stations: But in the Weſt Indies they may be 
ſent directly to the War- Office.

for the future ſtriftly and invariably adhered to throughout every Corps in His 


| Majeſty's Service; the Troops of Horſe Guards and Horſe Grenadier Guards, and 


the Royal Regiment of Horſe Guards, excepted. 


The Prices of all Commiſſions are to remain the ſame, as apportioned and fixed 


by His Majefty's former Regulations. 

When an Officer is defirous to ſell his Commiſſion, he is to make Application 
an, Writing to the Colonel of the Regiment he belongs to, or, in his Abſence, to 
the Field Officer commanding the Regiment; praying for His Majeſty's Leave t) 
diſpoſe of his Commiſſion at the Regulated Price; ſtating that he thereby means 
to reſign all Pretenſions to any future Rank or Promotion in the Army; and ſo- 
lemnly declaring, on the Word and Honour of an Officer and a Gentleman, that 
nothing beyond the Price limited by His Majeſty's Regulation is ſtipulated or 
promiſed, directly or indirectly; and that no other Mode of Compenſation, or 
Gratuity, is in Contemplation of the Parties, or ſhall be given or accepted, in 
reſpect of ſuch Sale, or Purchaſe. This Application is to be tranſmitted by the 
Colonel, if in Great Britain, or elſe by the Com:manding Officer of the Regiment, 
to the Adjutant General when His Majeſty ſhall think fit to entruſt to any Othcer 
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the Command in Chief of his Forces; otherwiſe, to the Secretary at War; ac- 
companicd with a Declaration from the ſaid Colonel or Con:manding Officer of the 
Regiment, that he verily believes the eftabliſhed Regulation with. regard to Price 
is intended to be ſtrictly complied with, and that no clandeſtine Bargain ſubſiſts 
berween the Parties concerned. 

The ſame Mode is to be obſerved in all Caſes of Exchange from Halt Pay to 
Full Pay ; as well as of Exchange from one Corps to another. 

The C .lonel, or Commanding Officer, is at the ſame Time to tranſmit the 
Names of ſuch Officers in the Regiment, as are willing to purchaſe in Suc- 
ceſſion, and as he ſhall recommend for that Purpoſe. 

But when the Officers recommended are not the Eldeſt in theic Rank, he uuft 


ſignify his Reaſons why the Senior Officers are not recommended. 


Application in Writing muſt alſo be made by the Officer who defires to pur- 
chale, ſtating his Pretenſions; accompanied with the like Declaration on his Part 
as is herein before preſcribed with regard to the Officer applying for Leave to ſell, 
expreſsly pledging his Word and Honour as an Officer and a Gentleman, that he 
is not to give, nor will, either now, or at any future Time, give, by any Means, 
or in any Shape whatever, directly or indirectly, any more than the Regulated 
Price. 

And His Majeſty has, by the Advice of his Board of 3 Officers, bien 
further pleaſed to declare His Determination, that any Officer who ſhall be found 
to have given, cr to have ſtipulated or promiſed, directly or indirectly, to give any 
Thing beyond the Regulated Price, in Diſobedience to theſe His Majeſty's Orders, 
or by any Subterfuge or Equivocation to have evaded the fame, and to have 


thereby ſhamefully forfeited his Honour as an Cfficer and a Gentleman, ſhall be 


diſmiſſed from His Majeſty's Service. 


The above Orders are to be regularly entered in the Orderly Book of each Regi- 
ment; together with the particular Forms hereunto annexed, which are to be made 
Uſe of by all Officers, who may hereafter have Occaſion to apply to their reſpec - 
tive Commanding Officers, in any of the Caſes referred to therein.

Rules reſpecting Expences for Deſerters. 


13 ſhall be received by any Commanding Officer of a Corps, or 
ö Detachment, for a Party to take Charge of a Deſerter, and convey him to 
any Place; the ſaid Commanding Officer ſhall advance, or cauſe to be advanced, ſo 
much Money, on Account of Pay for the Deſerter, as will be ſufficient to defray 
the Arrears thereof during the Time of his Confinement, and the Expence of Me- 
dicines and Attendance (if any ſhall be due), and a further Sum proportioned to 
the Time he will be on his March, either to his final Deſtination, or to the next 
Quarter, as the Caſe ſhall require. He will likewiſe provide and pay for ſuch 
Neceſſaries as the Man ſhall be abſolutely in need of. The Sums defrayed and 
advanced on Account of Pay, &c. to be ſtated diſtinctly on the Back of the Route, 
as likewiſe the Particulars and actual Charge of the Neceſſaries, and to be ſigned 
by the Commanding Officer himſelf, or the . Adjutant or Paymaſter, by his Di- 
rection. The Perſons receiving the Money, viz. the Gaoler and Non commiſſioned 
Officer, who takes charge of the Deſerter, are likewiſe to fign to the Sums reſpec- 
tively received by them. 
When a Deſerter is delivered over from one Party to another, the Commanding 
Officer to whom the latter Party belongs, or the Adjutant, -or Paymaſter, by his 
Direction, ſhall carefully inſpe& the Route, and ſee that the Money, which hath 
been received, is there properly accounted for. He ſhall alſo advance a further 
Sum (if requiſite), on Account of Pay, proportioned to the Diſtance of the enſuing 
March, and ſo on till the Deſerter ſhall arrive at the Place of his Deſtination.

Inſtructions to Barrack Maſters.— 1785. 


HE Weekly Deliveries of Coals and Candles for a Company of Foot com- 
pleat, according to the preſent Eſtabliſhment, are not to exceed the follow- 
ang Quantities, viz, 

Thirteen Buſhels of Coals and Five Pounds of Candles in November, De- 
cember, January, and February. 

Ten Buſhels of Coals and Four Pounds of Candles in Med, April, Sep- 
tember, and October. 

Seven Buſhels of Coals and Three Pounds of Candles in OM June, July, 
and Auguſt, 

For every Twelve Men, that the Numbers of a Company, preſent on the Day 
of Delivery, ſhall fall ſhort of the Eſtabliſhment, a proportional Deduction 
is to be made.

The Coals and Candles iſſued as above are to be vouched, not only by Certifi- 
cates of the actual Amount, but alſo by an accurate Return, ſtating the Numbers 
in every Company or Detachment preſent at each Weekly Delivery.

HE King, being defirous to prevent the Inconveniencies, which may ariſe 
upon the Death of Agents to Regiments, was pleaſed to direct the Board 
of General Officers to take this Matter inte Conſideration, and to Report their 
Opinion, in what Manner the ſaid Inconveniencies may beſt be guarded againſt ; 
and the Board accordingly have reported to His Majeſty, that they have not been 
able to diſcoyer any better Method of obviating the Inconveniencies, the Fore- 
ſight of which occaſioned this Reference, than by the Colonel taking a ſufficient 
Security by a Depoſite of Money, or by. the Agent veſting a Sum 1n the Public 
Funds, in the Names ef Truſtees, applicable upon Demand of the Colonel to 
make goed any Deficiency ariſing from the Failure or Death of the Agent. 

The Board being furrher directed to conſider, what Sums of Money an Agent 
ſhould depoſite or veſt in the Public Funds, as a Security for the ſeveral Corps in 
His Majeſty's Service, Report, that they have not been able to fix any certain 
Sum, which may be adapted to the ſeveral Circumſtances that may occur; and 
have ſubmitted it to His Majeſty, as their Opinion, that the Sum to be depoſited 
by the Agent, cannot be ſo properly determined by any Perſon as by the Colonel 
of each Corps, whoſe Intereſt, as well as Regard for the Service, muſt induce him 
to require a ſufficient Security, 

When I had the Honour to lay this Report of the Board of General Officers 
before the King, His Majeſty was pleaſed to order, that the ſame ſhould be com- 
municated to the Colonels ef the ſeveral Corps in His Service; "that, if any of 
them have omitted to require ſufficient Security from their Agents, they may be 
apprized of the Neceſſity of their ſpeedily taking that Precaution ; as, in Caſe of 
any Accident, His Majeſty, agreeable to the Opinion of the Board, mult look 
upon the Colonel as the only Perſon accountable, not only for the Pay of his Re- 
giment, the Regimental Funds, and other Money with which the Agent is uſually 
entruſted ; but alſo for every Obſtruction and Inconvenience which may ariſe to 
His Majeſty's Service, from the Death or Failure of the faid Agent.

Officer for each Man recruited by him; out of which Sum, no more than One 
Guinea and a Half ſhall be given to each Recruit, according to Our Directions 
ſignified by Our Secretary at War, bearing Date the 15th of December, 1565. 
But no Charge whatever is to be admitted on Account of Recruits who may deſert 
before they join the Regiment. 

No Recruiting Officer ſhall be allowed Credit for the Levy Money of any ſuch 
Recruits as ſhall not be approved of by the Commanding Oincer of each Regiment 
reſpectively; but their Subſiſtence he ſhall be allowed. 
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The Non- effective Fund ſhall be charged with the real Expence of all the Re- 
cruits who may die before they join the Regiment; provided the Day of their 
Death, and the exact Bounty Money given them, be certified 5 the Recruiting 
Officer, on the Back of the Atteſtation. 

All Subſiſtence given to Recruits before they join the Regiment ſhall be charged 
ſeparately from the Levy Money. The Accounts of all Recruiting Officers are to 
be ſtated and ſettled on or before the 24th of June. In Regimeats ſtationed in 
Great Britain, the Recruiting Accounts are to be ſigned by the Recruiting Officer, 
and by the Field Officer commanding at Quarters ; in Regiments ſtationed abroad, 
the ſaid Accounts are to be ſigned by the Recruiting Officer, and by the Colonel, 
or One of the Field Officers, if either of them ſhall be in Great Britain. 

And Our Pleaſure is, that the above Accounts fo ſigned ſhall- be good and ſuffi- 
cient Vouchers to the Agent, for the Credit given by him to each Recruiting 
Officer, on the Head of Recruiting. 

That in all future States of the Regimental Accounts given in to the I Reviewing 
Generals, the Number of Recruits, for which Levy Money and Subſiſtence are 
charged, ſhall be particularly and ſeparately ſpecified. 

And whereas it has been the Practice, in ſome of our Marching Regiments of 
Foot, to allow the Captains without Accounts the Subſiſtence of the vacant Men 
in their reſpective Companies, ariſen from Vacancies which happen between the 
Days whereon each Captain uſually receives the Subſiſtence of his Company; it 
is Our expreſs Order that, for the future, the Captains ſhall account for the vacant 
Subſiſtence of each Man who ſhall die, deſert, or be diſcharged, between the 
above-mentioned Periods, fiom the Date of ſuch Death, Deſertion, or Diſcharge; 
and that the Non- effective Fund ſhall have Credit for the vacant Subſiſtence of 
every Man, from the Day on which he is no longer entitled to Subſiſtence. 

We are farther pleaſed to direct, that every Colonel ſhall himſelf carefully exa- 
mine the Non- effective Accounts, previous to its being laid before the Reviewing 
General : He is likewiſe to certify under his Hand, that he believes it to be fair and 
exact: And the Reviewing General ſhall report to Us any Articles which ſhall 
appear to him to be charged contrary to theſe Our Orders: As likewiſe whether 
proper Credit be given to the Non - effective Fund for the whole vacant Subſiſtence. 

All the aforeſaid Orders, Regulations, and Directions, We ſtrictly charge and 
command all Reviewing Generals, Colonels, Commanding Officers, and Agents of 
Our Regiments of Infantry, and all others whom they may concern, to follow and 
obey, under Pain of our higheſt Diſpleaſure.

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Extract of a Regulation for Regiments on Foreign Stations, 
bearing Date the 8th Day of January, 1768. 


% FPHAT, for the future, the following reſpective Sums ſhall be allowed to 
1 Officers ſent upon the Recruiting Service, from the ſeveral Stations 
abroad, towards bearing the Expences of their Paflage ; viz. from North America, 
the Weſt Indies, and Africa, Twelve Pounds Ten Shillings ; and from Gibraltar, 
Five Pounds and Five Shillings; and that thoſe Sums ſhall be advanced to each 
Officer, when he ſhall be ſent on the Recruiting Service, by the Paymaſter of the 
Regiment, and ſhall be placed as a Charge againſt the Non-effeCtive Fund.“

Extract of Lord Barrington's Letter to Colonels of Dragoon 
Regiments on Coaſt Duty in England; dated 5th Aug. 1768. 


* having been reprefented that, from the neceſſary Diviſion. of the Troops on 
the Coaſt Duty, the Charge for Attendance on the Sick and Medicines conſi- 
derably exceeds the Regimental Stoppage made for that Purpoſe; 1 have the 
Honour to acquaint you, that His Majeſty has been graciouſly pleaſed to grant an 
Allowance of Twenty Pounds per Annum to each Regiment on the Coaſt Duty, to 
make up the Deficiency abovementioned: And this Allowance is to commence 
from Midſummer 1766, and be charged in the Contingent Bills of the reſpective 
Regiments of Dragoons upon ſuch Duty. 


It is to be remembered, that the Operation of this Letter was ſuperſeacd by the 
Regulation -of Contingencies in 1784. But an Allowance after the jame Rate 


is, upon Application, till granted to ſuch Dragoon Regiments as have Parties 
detached on the Coaſt Duty in England. 
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HoSPITAL ALLOWANCE TO REGIMENTS OF Foor. 


Copy of Lord Barrington's Letter to Colonels of Regiments 
of Foot in Great Britain, dated 5th Aug. 1768. 


HAVE the Honour to ſignify to you His Majeſty's Pleaſure, that, from the 25th 

Day of June laſt incluſive, no Charge is to be made for Nurſes or Hoſpital 
8 or any Charge whatſoever, in Conſequence of any Expenditure for Sick 
Men or Sick Recruits; but, in Lieu of all ſuch Charges, an Allowance is to be 
made of Thirty Pounds a Vear, from Midſummer laſt, to each of the Regiments 
of Foot in Great Britain; Fifteen Pounds of which are to be W and will 
be allowed, in each Half Vearly Contingent Bill. 

This Allowance being ſufficiently ample to bear every Expence that can pro- 
perly occur for the Relief of the Sick, and being conſidered as of eſſential Service 
to the Regiments, His Majeſty has no doubt of your careful Application of it to 
that Service, agreeably to His moſt Gracious Intention. 
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ALLOWANCE OF BREAD IN BARRACKS. 


Extract from Lord Barrington's Letter of July, 1767. 


T HE King having been pleaſed to take into His Gracious Conſideration the 
* Extraordinary high Price of every kind of Proviſion at this Time, as like» 


wiſe the peculiar Difficulties to which Soldiers ſtationed in Barracks are ſubject, 


(Difficulties which do not equally affe& any other Troops in His Majeſty's Service): 


has been pleaſed to grant to them the ſame Allowance of Bread, which is delivered 


to Soldiers when they are encamped. _ 
Each Man ſhall receive a Loaf of Bread of Six Pounds Weight, which. is to be 


the. Allowance for Four Days, and for which he is to pay Five Pence ; the addi- 


tional Expence beyond what the Soldier contributes is to be paid by Government.

Extract from Lord Barrington's Letter of May, 177 A 


N Conſequence of a Warrant under the King's Sign Manual, a Deduction of 
OnE Shilling in the Pound has always been made by the Paymaſter General 
of the Forces from the Pay of the whole Army: 

His Majeſty has been moſt graciouſly pleaſed to direct, that the Private Men of 
the Infantry ſhould be exempted from this Payment in theſe dear Times ; as 
| likewiſe from the Deduction made for the Regimental Paymaſter and Surgeon. 
By this Means the Private Soldier will have Sixteen Shillings and Six Pence a Year 
more than he now receives, to aſſiſt in providing Neceſſaries for him. 

The Serjeants, Corporals, Drummers, and Fifers are to continue to pay the 
Deduction of One Shilling in the Pound as uſual ; but the King is graciouſly 
pleaſed to exempt them likewiſe from any Deduction for the Regimental Paymaſter 
and Surgeon ; by which Means each Serjeant will have Eight Skillings and Eight 
Pence; and each Corporal, Drummer, and * Six Shillings and Six Pence a 
Year more than he now receives. 

His Majeſty has been pleaſed to direct, that this Bounty to the Serjeants, Cor- 
porals, Drummers, Fifers, and Private Men, ſhould take Place from the 25th of 
December laſt, agreeable to the Numbers borne upon the preſent Eſtabliſhment. 

The accuſtomed Deduction for the Paymaſter and Surgeon is to continue to be 
made from the Serjeants, Corporals, Drummers, Fifers, and Private Men, as 
before ; but they are to be reimburſed the Amount of ſuch Deduction. 
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
